EXPOSE THE BOOK: FOR SALE.

Because the Author Chooses Not to
Take Out a Passage Deemed Ob-

jectionable Facts About the
Two Zansrwill Brothers.

From the Boston Herald.
London, Aug. 23. Some four years ago

Messrs. Smith & Son, who control the
great chain of railroad bookstalls in tho
United Kingdom, put themselves in the
position of unlicensed censors of public
morals by refusing to expose or sell the
novel, "Esther Waters," and they are re-

peating this form of liteiary bigotry in
the case o "The World and a Man," the
recent much-talked-- of novel by "Z. is., ' a
second edition of which has just been is-

sued by Heinemann. In spite of the fact
that Messrs. Smith & Son have been freely
circulating and selling "The World and a
Man" for tho past three months, they have
suddenly withdrawn their order on the
ne.v editloi: and refused to expose tho book
for sale in future, unless from the new
edition the author omits a certain para-
graph. This "Z. Z." has very properly re-

fused to do, on the ground that booksellers
are the servants of the reading public rath-
er than literary censors of authors. This
has led to a heated discussion on the sub-

ject in the English papers, and, although
for reasons which I will explain later tho
novel in question Is not published in Amer- -

ISRAEL

ica, an account of its young author and
his literary career may be of interest.

In 1891 a short novel called "A Drama in
Dutch" appeared both in England and
America under the pseudonym of "Z. 7.."
There was much speculating as to the
identity of its writer. There was no hint
of the amateur in its construction, and lft
tla that bespoke a young man In the point
of view taken. The plot of the novel was
slight, but it embodied an interesting phase
of life and a series of character sketches
drawn by an accurate and picturesque pen.
The authorship was ascribed in turn to
halt j. dozen of the younger men well
known in the London literary world. One
paper onlj hinted that it might be the
work of 1. Zangwill. This was evidently a
half way lucky guess with nothing to back
It up, for the book was written in a direct
style quite different from that of the au-
thor of "The Children of the Ghetto" and
"Tho Master."' and contained none of the
characters that1 his sympathetic pern has
made familiar.

Before the second novel by "Z. Z." was
published it was well known in London lit-
erary circles that these initials represented
Louis Zangwill, the younger brother of the
man who has made the name of Zangwill
unique in the literature of the past ten
years.

parallels for it, the de Goncourts; but as
sympathetic as Is the personal life of "les
Zangwllls," their literary work is the re-

verse of a partnership, each working in-
dependently an! according to his own Ideas.

1 know that "The World and a Man," oc-

cupying two years of "Z. Z.'s" life and
written in the study shared by the two.
was not read by the elder brother until
the last sheet was already in tne printer's
hands. Mr. Zangwill was enthusiastic
over it, and in his capacity of literary
critic wrote an extensive review. I find
this has not appeared either in his monthly
causerle in the Pall Mall Magazine or the
Chap Book, and conclude that, on reflec-
tion, it was deemed the better course for
the elder "arrived" novelist and critic to
pass no public judgment on the work of
the younger, who happened to be his
brother. So mucn for "log rolling."

I havo often met the two Zangwills in
their English home, a comfortable house
in a suburb of London. They are both
fond or Continental Jaunts, of hiding for
a couple of months at a time In some
foreign city, but most of their work is
done here, in the roomy studv on the sec-
ond floor. The long writing table is di-

vided, und, alas! what a division is there!
Blots, chaos, piles of unanswered letters,
odds and ends of manuscript, half-writt-

notes at one end of the table, and on the
other neat piles of copy properly numbered
and written with copper plate reirularlty,
no unanswered letters, everything ticketed
and arranged in perfect order and neatness.
I. Zangwell is a type of disorder: '".. Z."
neatness itself. Perhaps the characteristics
of one hae helped to make those of tho
other. I remember coming in one snowy
afternoon to find Mr. Zangwill wearily
tossing over pile after pilo of untidy pa-
pers In search of one sheet of a manuscript
that must reach the nost In ten minutes.
Mr. Louis, when appealed to by the cloud
of papers flying over to his end, merely
took up a letter his brother had just fin-
ished, and lo! the missing rape was on the
back of a note accepting a dinner invita-
tion.

It Ir quite natural that In the two men
the "point of view," using the expression
in its broad sense, should be much alike,
although the expression of It Is quite dif-
ferent. Each believes that a novel should
be more than an enlarged anecdote, no
matter how interesting the anecdote, and
that the true novelist should --Kssess the
Inability to take a false view of human
nature.

When the Identity of "Z. Z." was dis-
covered, a certain number of the review-er- a

of a "World and a Man" naturally
filled their columns with a lengthy and
elaborate comparison between his book and
his brother's last book, "The Master.; a
method not only obviously unfair, but de-
manding the utmost stretching to be pro-
lific of results. One could hardly find two
books at more utter variance In regard to
the side of life depicted than "The Master"
and the "World and a Man." The former

ls too well known In America to need any
description of its plot and purpose. We
remember that the central character is a
man, a poor, uneducated boy, who wishes
to become a painter, and who, with many
millstones about bis neck, struggles on
through poverty, neglect, treachery of
those In whom he has trusted, sickness,
despair, and Anally becomes famous. Then
ho puts aside love, fame, happiness, riches
and becomes "Tho Master." The point he
reaches through suffering and self-deni-

while human, is far above the plane of
humanity.

In "The World and a Man" the central
figure is again a young man, but given the
environments of wealth and bourgeolse
comforts In youth. To the horror of the
relatives who have brought him up, he
imbibes socialistic and altruistic principles,
and their consternation Is turned to utter
repudiation of him when they discover
that he has engaged himself to a young
woman In their own circle, not to marry,
for he believes, and she. under his influ-
ence, has come to believe, that when they
are in a position to begin their life to-
gether, it will be a much finer and higher
thing to do it without the. according to
their ideas, slavery of the marriage vows.

The young couple, disowned by friends
and relatives, begin their life together in
a modest way. he starting business for
himself on a precarious foothold, and at
first prospering. There Is no need to de-

scribe the various steps that led to Min-nle- 'd
leaving him she was simply true to

their agreement, and honest according to
the principles ho had Inculcated In her;
discovering that her love for him was not
of an enduring quality, she returned to
her father.

Things went from bad to worse with
him after her apparent desertion, failure
in business, treachery from associates,

pevertv. loss of the culminat-
ing point of the story- - All these stages
of mental and moral deterioration are viv-
idly pictured. With lost prosperity disap-
pears all motives for good in his life: his
moral tone keeps pace with his environ-
ments, and in this part of the novel the
author keenly depicts a certain low class of
London life, not low enough to possess an
Interesting novelty or plcturesqueness of
color to the reader, but simply a monotone
of squalid gray. But it possesses that
viriled touch of truth that gives the story
more than a passing interest and holds the
attention of the reader in the central char-
acter after all sympathy and pity have
been exhausted in disgust, in the small-r.es- s,

pettiness and meanness of his sins.
The "Man" Anally accepts life as the
"World" seemingly presents It to him who
wculd be successful and happy In it; re-
turns to his uncle in hypocritical penitence,
and the author gives us one last unpleas-
ant picture of him successful In business,
with leisure hours engrossed in tho coars-
est of pleasures.

Tho usual criticism of the book Is that
it is immoral. It may be immoral to de-
pict the common vices and weaknesses of
irankind, and the book without Its artistic
mtrit would be as Immoral as a police re-
port; but I do not remember that this is
the side of the story pounced upon by'the
moralist. He claims, principally, that It
is an attack on marraige, quoting in jus-
tification the fact that the young hero who
had carried himself unscathed through the
usual temptations of early manhood, and
the thoroughly honest, highmlnded girl
who threw her lot with his, began their
mutual life without marriage. That their
union was finally unhappy would seem to
refute the criticism of the conventional
moralist, as is moral the story of the boy
who steals apples on Sunday and breaks
his arm in consequence. That these two
people, finding their union not based on the
highest kind of affection, agree to part. Is
morality according to the other type of
moralist, who cite? motives rather than
deeds. If the moralist had searcned deeo-- er

and ceased abuse and horror at cer-
tain passages written in unusually plain-spok-

English, he might have said that
if these two people had been legally bound
they would probably have made the best
of things and led the average happy, non-sinni-

life.
However, these theories have nothing to

tlo with the author's views and ideas in
writing the story. He was simply frying
to depict in the best way at his command
a phase of life that seemed untried, and
replete In artistic possibilities. Whether he
has failed or succeeded the reader must
judge for himself. In his preface, "Z. Z."
disclaims all responsibility in regard to
presenting theories or teaching a lesson;
it Is the life of one man, a given type, de-
veloping under certain environments.

The socialistic views contained in the
book, the social incident, the use of some
of the methods of the Salvation Army all
these are congregate parts of the novel,
not theories.
